The rate, and deficiency, was 1 Anna. 
On the obverse are Indian “T” (Taxe) and “Karaikudi/ Due/ One Anna” marks and a red manuscript “20c” 
to denote double the deficiency in French centimes. On the reverse there is a Parit Buntar arrival mark of 
27 FE 1917 and a Taiping(?) postage due mark “8” indicating that postage due of 8 cents was charged.

MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS - PERAK 
Penang via Perak February/March 1917 


Unpaid letter from Nachiyapuram. Ramnad, India to Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked 
28 February 1917 on the reverse. The rate, and deficiency, was 1 Anna and there is an Indian “T” (taxe) 
mark on the obverse. On the reverse is a manuscript "10c" to denote double deficiency in French 
centimes. 

The letter was mis-sorted and ended up in Ipoh, Perak with an arrival mark of 9 March 1917 before it 
was returned to Penang where it received a further arrival mark of 12 March 1917. In the course of its 
travels it received postage due marks of both Ipoh, circular and Penang, boxed. Both show 
postage due of 8 cents. 











MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS - SELANGOR 
Selangor via Penang 


April 1917 


Unpaid letter from Kandram[anlikam, India to Klang, Selangor, Malaya postmarked 9 APR 17 
on the reverse. The rate, and deficiency, was 1 Anna. 
On the obverse is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark. On the reverse there is are unclear marks of Penang 
(transit) of 21 AP 1917 and Klang (arrival) of 22 AP 1917. Also on the reverse is a postage due mark “8” 
of Penang or Kuala Lumpur indicating that postage due of 8 cents was charged. 





MALAYA - FEDERATED MALAY STATES 
Perak February 1918 


Underpaid PSC (old local rate of 1 cent) from Batu Gajah to Teluk Anson, Perak, Malaya postmarked 
7 February 1918. The new rate was 2 cents having being increased from 1 cent in January 1918 and 
the deficiency was 1 cent and double this was 2 cents. 

There is a Batu Gajah “bTg/ 02 cts” (Taxe) mark. There is an arrival mark of Teluk Anson of 7 February 
1918 and a postage due mark “T/ 2 Cents” indicating that postage due of 2 cents was charged. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS - FEDERATED MALAY SIATES 


Singapore and Negri Sembilan May/June 1918 


Underpaid Indian PSE (local rate of % Anna) from Madras initially to Singapore, Straits Settlements, 
Malaya postmarked 21 May 1918. The rate was 1 Anna,the deficiency was % Anna. There is an Indian 
“T” (Taxe) mark. There is a red manuscript “70c" to show double the deficiency in French centimes. 
On the reverse there is are further postmarks of Singapore of 12 June 1918. On the obverse there is a 
boxed “Singapore/ To Pay 4 Cents” tax mark before the letter was redirected to Seremban, Negri 
Sembilan and an arrival mark of 13 June 1918. There a Seremban “T 4 cents” postage due mark 


indicating that postage due of 4 cents was charged. 





MALAYA - FEDERATED MALAY STATES 
Perak August 1918 


Underpaid letter from Ceylon to Parit Buntar, Perak, Malaya. Postage partly paid by a copy of the 
5 cents of 1912 on the reverse. The rate was 6 cents and the deficiency 1 cent. 
On the obverse is a Ceylon “T” (Taxe) mark and a pencilled “5c” to indicate double the deficiency in 
French centimes. There is also a circular Ipoh postage due mark “T/ 2 cts” indicating that postage due 
of 2 cents was charged. The Parit Buntar arrival mark on the reverse is 10am on 3 August 1918.

September/October 1918 


Underpaid letter from India to Kuala Lumpur, Selangor, Malaya. Postage partly paid by a copy of 
the 1 Anna of 1911 postmarked 1.30pm on 15 SEP 18. The correct rate was 174 Annas 
(having increased from 1 Anna just the same month) and the deficiency %2 Anna. 

Also on the obverse is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark. On the reverse there is a Kuala Lumpur arrival mark 
of 15 OC 1918 and a postage due marking “4” indicating that postage due of 4 cents was charged.

October 1918 


Underpaid letter from Vallipalayam, India to Kuala Lumpur, Selangor, Malaya with postage partly paid 
by a copy of the 1 Anna of 1911 postmarked 10 October 1918. The correct rate was 172 Annas 
(having increased from 1 Anna just the previous month) and the deficiency %2 Anna. 

Also on the obverse there is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark and a manuscript “10c” to indicate double 
the deficiency in French centimes. On the reverse there is a Kuala Lumpur arrival mark and 
a postage due mark “4" indicating that postage due of 4 cents was Charged.

Underpaid letter from India to Kuala Lumpur, Selangor, Malaya. Postage partly paid by a copy of 
the 1 Anna of 1911 postmarked 4 DEC 18. The rate was 1% Annas and the deficiency % Anna. 
On the obverse is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark. On the reverse is a Kuala Lumpur arrival mark 
of 22 DE 1918 and a postage due mark “4" indicating that postage due of 4 cents was charged.

January 1919 


Underpaid letter from India to Parit Buntar, Perak, Malaya partly paid by a copy of the 1 Anna of 1911 
on the reverse. The rate was 1% Annas and the deficiency %2 Anna. 

On the obverse there is an Indian “T" (Taxe) mark. On the reverse there is a manuscript “10c" indicating 
double the deficiency in French centimes and also a Taiping transit mark of 17 JA 1919. Then a boxed 
“T cents 4” postage due mark was applied before the item was sent to Parit Buntar where it received 
an arrival mark of 19 JA 1919.
